in a Ixuly to the mills on the west side of 
tho city, and by force compelled thesie 
milis-toshnt down. In some instances 
they used violence, and in others threats 
and ii/timidatiQn, until nearly the entice 
mill^orce of ttio city to the number of 
1,000 or 2,000 men were on the streets aa 
an organized mob. 
The citizens were 


terror stricken, aud the mayor and police 
force were nnablo to restore order or 
compel tho strikers to let the mills alone.

and of tho most substantial citizens 
in

city, they 
needed 
from 


200 or 300 well-officered troops at once to 
prevent serious disorder nud violence, 
and to protect tho mill-owners and their 
peaceable, well-disposed employes in the 
resumption of their work. 


It was plain that the militia was need-, 


ed-at Eau Claire, and section 641 ot tho; 
revised statutes, says: "In case of war, 
insurrection, rebellion, riot or invasion, 
or of resistance to tho execution of the 
laws ot tho State, or of the United ^tates. 
or upon application of any marshal of 
tho United States, or of any mayor, of 11, 
city, or of a sheriff, tho governor may call 
into active service all or any portion of 
the organized militia." This provision 
of the statute should close tho months of 
all croakers at tho action of. Governor 
Smith. He had a plain duty to perform,

Tho poor woman was bitton to death, 
ind her husband observed in the moirn- 
Ing that he had suffered almost ast much 
a* if he had not thought of his savago 
expedient. Greece Is, perhaps, more; 
remarkable for tho insect "whence is 
derived tho verb • to flco' " than for 
noaqultoos; and tho same remark 
lolds good of tho Baden contingent.

Johu Leland by which James Madisou 
was elected a member of the convention, 
the majority would have doubtless been 
the other way. Elder Leland was the 
father of JJ. P. Leland of this city, and 
grandfather of Consul Frank Leland, at 
Hamilton, Ont., and the many family 
friends in, this city will read with inter-, 
eat the following excerpts from . Mr. Da- 
bney's article;-''

Mr. Madisou, liaviug .declared himself; 
a candidate for the convention as a dele- 
gate from the county of Orange, and be- 
ing nominated together with J urnes Gort 
don, as both were so generally esteemed, 
influential and popular, did not at first 
think that any opposition against them, 
however strong, would avail; but in the 
course and 'hear the end of the canvass 
he was informed that John Lelaud, a 
Baptist preacher in the lower end of the 
county, although not a Candidate himself 
would control all the votes ot that sec- 
tion iu a solid body, and unless he could 
change Lelaud, he would certainly be 
defeated. 


After tho part, he had taken at Annapo- 
lis and'Philadelphia, his -known advoca- 
cy of tho constitution in the Federalist 
(which was a, series of papers addressed 
by Jay. Hamilton and himself to the 
people of the State of New York), the 
fact that he knew the eyes of all America 
were upon the action of Virginia, ;.then 
the largest, most influential, and the 
pivotal State that waa to decide tbe 
question, we may suppose that he waa as 
much interested"in the votes of the peo- 
ple of Orange county as ho was after- 
ward in the voj^s of the people of the 
United States-/^ ..... 
John Lelaud was a remarkakie man. 


Bough and uneducated, and sprang from 
the lower orders, of strong and vigorous 
mind and iron will, be had been a soldier 
in the Revolution, and considered him- 
self called to preach from on high, and 
having declaimed in his fiery and coarse 
invective against the Established Church, 
he had sall'ered imprisonment, for the 
alleged offanne of preaching 'jwithput li- 
cense, in Orange and Culpeper jaitt»-froni 
the iron -bars of iwhioh .• lie continued to 
preach to the Bynipatlietic crowds who 
thronged around' them. He lived in the 
lower -end of Orange— a very poor re- 
gion. known as the "poison fields," being 
tho upper end of tho section of Orange 
and Spottsylyauia counties, now known 
through the whole'TTriion as "therWilder- 
uess,"the battle-ground oa : which , the , 
strength of .the very - government which' 
Leland opposed was afterward to be 
sorely tried. Of course it was no vain 
boast to say that such a man as John Le- 
land would not only carry the members 
of his church and his whole neighbor- 
hood, but also all the middling-class peo- 
ple of Orange, even in sight of Montpel- 
ier. 
. Mr. Madison saw his ..danger; and 'de- 
termined to" have an interview with Le- 
land. Y.ery early in the morning he left 
Montpelior on horseback, and having 
traveled several miles below Orange 
Court Hotjae upon the old turnpike, 
which was afterward the plank-road .be- 
tween Orange Court House and Freder- 
icksburg, about the middle of the: day 
met Leland riding up the road.
